I find that a Poll, which fapports the 
above -mentioned Partition ciofe to the Door-cafe, 
hab given \v.iy a little; the Paint being freih- 
crack'd ; and a Crack in a Wall upon the Stairs is 
grown fom thing wider. The Door between the 
two Booms, which fhuts with a Fall Latch, that 
was unlatch'd by the firft Earthquake, and flapp'd 
to and fro* three or four times, was not unlatch'd 
by this lafti which I think is an Argument, that by 
the firft the Houie was lifted up, and that it was 
not fo by the laft, but only rock'd from Side to 
Side. 

I am credibly informed of a Pannel of Wainfcot 
in the City being wrenched out of the Groove, and 
not returning into it again.

A PERSON who went into an open Cart at 4 o' 
•** Clock that Morning at Mitcham, for London, 
faw.no Appearance of Lightning at ail. Several 
other Perfons, who were abroad, going to Work, 
fome time before the Earthquake happen'd, declare 
that they faw none i nor were they fenfib!c of any 
Noife, or Motion in the Earth. 

I got Inquiry to be made of the Watchmen, who 
belong to the Callico-Printers, and watch all Night 
in the Grounds, and received this Anfwcr from one, 
that he neither faw any Lightning, nor heard any 
Noife, and had no Perception of an Earthquake •, 
and from another, who watched in other Grounds, 
a Mile or more diftant from the firft-menrion'd, 
that he faw no Lightning ail that Night; but lays, 
that he heard an unufuat Noife about the Time in 
which the Earthquake is laid to have happen'd ; 
but this it fceir.s was nor 10 remarkable as to have 
caufed him ro take notice of it to any one, had he 
not afterwards been toiu there was an Earthquake. 

I have 
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I have, beficlcs this, made Inquiry of various Per- 
rons, and cannot meet with one, who did ice any 
Lightning, or who heard others fay that they had 
feen it. 

e P. S. I am credibly informed, that a Gentleman's 
Servant at JVandfworth was watering his Maker's 
Horfe by the River-Side, at the time when the 
Earthquake happened, who found the W iter id 
much agitated on a fudden, that the Horfe ftarted 
back, and would not drink.
